The  liberation  of  Paris,  confirmed  or  im- 
minent. is  a major  psychological  defeat  for 
Germany  in  the  war.  Rome.  Florence,  Paris 
— the  enemy's  tide  recedes.  In  its  wake, 
people  who  have  been  controlled  by  starva- 
tion. by  machine  gun  and  bayonet  for  four 
years  and  more  are  again  liberated,  free  to 
breathe  the  open  air.  Guerrilla  street  fight- 
ing and  civil  rioting  against  German  and 
Vichy  guards  preceded  the  freeing  of  the 
capital,  as  the  German  abduction  of  Pctam 
And  Laval  and  the  absence  of  any  important 
enemy  forces  in  the  city  heralded  a release 
which  Allied  troops  were  in  position  to 
enforce  by  arms  if  need  be. 

In  a sense  not  true  of  any  other  land,  the 
capital  of  France  is  France,  its  pulse,  its  life. 
No  German  bayonets  will  hold  down  the 
people  of  France  now.  The  Maquis  will  be 
joined  by  whole  hamlets,  towns  and  cities 
and  by  everyone  in  them  Germany,  already 
given  a hard  blow  in  the  field,  will  not  be 
able  ro  ndc  the  hurricane  that  is  thus  develop- 
ing. The  life  of  every  Nazi  on  French  soil 
hangs  by  a thread,  irrespective  of  the  mili- 
tary situation,  which  is  promising  from  the 
United  Nations'  standpoint.  For  when  Paris 
is  reborn,  France  is  reborn;  and  that  is  the 
position  today. 

Of  all  the  lands  their  first  rush  of  victory 
had  conquered,  the  Germans  were  proudest 
of  France.  It  was  the  most  significant  con- 
quest, the  most  civilized  state  of  all.  If  the 
new  order  could  be  made  to  rule  there,  it 
would  rule  anywhere.  Or  so  the  Nazis 
reasoned  They  visited  its  cities,  paraded  its 
stolen  luxuries,  and  boasted  that  France 
would  be  theirs  "forever."  Four  years  and 
74  days  is  hardly  ‘ forever.”  and  now  it  u ) 
doubtful  if  the  Germans  can  keep  even  one  j 
foot  in  France  They  have^ielded  its  citadel, 
not  because  they  wanted  to  — but  because 
they  must. 

Developing  Action 

I he  time  lag  between  reported  rumors.  I 
often  from  an  enemy  source,  and  official 
confirmation  or  denial  from  Supreme  Head- 
quarters ol  the  Allied  Command  has  barred 
for  a week  any  dear  cut  analysis  of  the 
United  Nations'  developing  attack  upon  the  ! 
Germans  in  France.  This  condition  is  likely 
ro  continue  so  long  as  such  information 
might  prove  of  equal  service  to  the  enemy. 
Meanwhile,  however  reports  that  the  Amer- 
icans are  here,  the  Canadians  there.  British 
regulars  yonder,  and  the  Poles  or'frccd  French 
at  a fourth  point,  mean  very  little  of  them-  j 
selves  General  Eisenhower  is  in  charge  of  a 
composite  force,  which  is  making  a ma)or 
thrust  against  the  enemy.  General  Sir  Ber- 
nard Montgomery,  his  commander  in  the 
field,  has  spoken  confidently  of  the  outcome. 
With  that  for  the  moment  all  must  be 
content.  ^ 

Some  things,  however,  arc  dear  Fhe 
Germans  have  declined  to  meet  the  issue  in 
Southern  F rance,  and  arc  still  withdrawing 
to  new  lines  farther  back.  Part  of  their 
defences  forces  in  France  have  been  cut 
off.  and  -this  segmentation,  as  in  the  ease 
of  the  German  Seventh  Army,  has  cost  the 
enemy  dearly.  As  it  appears  now.  the  Allies 
are  hard  after  the  coastal  ports  of  France, 
pushing  beyond  Paris  and  the  Seine,  and 
already  commenced  upon  action  which  has 
as  its  ultimate  end  the  freeing  of  the  Channel 
ports  themselves.  I here  is  also  more  than  | 
a suggestion  that  the  attack  in  the  South  of 
France  will  be  directed  in  part  against  North- 
ern Italy,  at  least  to  force  abandonment  by 
the  enemy  there. 

Here.  then,  are  four  major  issues  in  the 
present  series  ol  engagements  If  there  ever 
was  a test  of  German  reaction  this  is  it.  '1  he  I 
enemy  could  have  poured  his  weight  into  j 
Trance,  and  attempted  to  hold  these  bastions. 

He  has  not  done  so.  As  day  follows  day,  I 
it  appears  that  he  will  not  attempt  any  I 
serious  displacement  of  the  present  position 
of  his  reserves.  I hat  was  a major  question 
in  the  war.  and  it  is  now  an  important  answer 
in  Allied  hands.  If  the  Gcrmam  have  given 
any  marked  sign,  it  is  that  they  will  fall 
hack,  whenever  opposed  by  superior  force, 
until  they  are  within  the  inner  fortress  itself. 

Contrary  to  the  public  impression  created 
by  reported  local  victories,  that  retreat  so  far 
has  been  orderly.  Except  where  held  forces 
were  trapped,  the  enemy  has  succeeded  in 
disengaging  main  bodies  and  hurrying  them 
to  the  rear.  That  action  alone  is  significant, 
because  it  has  not  been  often  in  this  war  that 
the  Germans  have  refused  to  fight.  Yet  in 
France,  wherever  they  have  been  able  to  do 
so.  they  have  avoided  action,  even  though 
the  cost  in  casualties,  prisoners  and  other 
losses  has  at  times  been  punishing  Unofficial 
estimates  of  550.000  German  casualties  may 
he  fairly  close  to  the  mark  But  the  Germans 
were  reputed  once  to  have  had  2.000.000 
men  behind  the  West  Wall.  Obviously  there  > 
is  much  yet  to  come  in  the  second  battle  of 
France.  The  Allies  have  opened  it  vigorously 
and  well:  perhaps  better  than  the  scanty 
official  reports  have  as  yet  declared.

A Canadian  Altitude 

It  has  been  one  of  (he  difficulties  of  life 
in  a vase  and  a new  country  that  national 
attributes  and  something  resembling  a na- 
tional character  have  been  slow  to  develop. 
I In  Canada  that  is  particularly  true,  aided  a 
j good  deal  by  indecision  and  failure  to  estab- 
| lish  national  standards,  including  the  basic 
! one  of  what  is  a Canadian.  One  has  to  go 
abroad  to  find  the  similarities  that  mark  all 
Canadians  whether  they  have  been  born  and 
bred  in  this  country,  or  have  accepted  it  —

adoption  Among  others  of  the  world's 
peoples.  Canadian  characteristic's  stand  out, 
and  Canadians  arc  dearly  identifiable  people. 

In  Canada,  however,  that  would  seldom 
be  suspected.  There  remains  a vast  provin- 
cialism as  between  various  sections  of  the 
land.  There  is  an  East,  a Centre  and  a West, 
and  these  in  turn  have  many  derivatives. 
Yet,  in  the  days  that  are  to  come,  some  prob- 
lems must  be  considered  nationally.  Em- 
ployment will  be  one.  Immigration  will  be 
another.  Education  long  ago  should  have 
been  translated  to  a national  canvas,  because 
it  is  through  education  that  a nation  becomes 
of  one  mind. 

At  the  moment  employment  in  the  post- 
war period  is  drawing  attentiop. and  no  little 
concern.  We  submit,  with  all  respect  to 
, those  who  may  think  differently,  that  post- 
war jobs  in  Canada  must  be  of  national 
concern.  No  area,  no  region  can  put  up  the 
harriers,  and  say  it  will  be  a dosed  land.  If 
1 there  is  * man  without  work  in  Halifax,  the 
effect  of  that  will  be  felt  as  keenly  in  Vic- 
toria. whether  the  public  realizes  it  or  not. 
And  the  converse  will  also  hold  true.  Na- 
tionally. provincially.  and  regionally.  Cana- 
dians must  learn  to  think  as  a nation  first, 
for  no  part  can  be  as  great  as  the  whole.  In 
two  world  wars  that  nationhood  has  been 
tested  and  confirmed.  All  that  remains  is  to 
live  up  to  it.  and  to  its  responsibilities  when 
they  come. 

Sweden  Backs  Out 

"I  he  withdrawal  of  marine  insurance  for 
Swedish  vessels  engaged  in  trade  with  Ger- 
man Baltic  ports,  announced  this  week,  is 
coming  a little  lat?  in  the  war.  It  will  be 
useful  in  its  own  way.  It  may  cut  to  a 
dwindling  percentage  the  tonnage  that  is  still 
flowing  from  Sweden  to  Germany,  from  the 
neutral  to  the  aggressor  state.  It  is  not  likely 
that  Swedish  owners  will  risk  their  vessels 
without  insurance,  more  particularly  as  the 
United  Nations  are  becoming  considerably 
more  active  at  both  ends  of  the  Baltic. 

For  nearly  five  years,  however.  Sweden 
has  continued  nor  only  her  normal  trade 
w-irh  Germany,  hut  also  special  wartime 
traffic  which  was  important  to  our  enemy. 
Geographical  reasons  may  have  forced  some 
of  these  concessions,  but  geography  itself  has 
not  changed,  and  Sweden  of  her  own  accord 
is  stopping  this  trade.  One  is  left  to  infer 
that  Sweden  is  engaged  in  drawing  away 
from  the  aggressor  nations  as  a result  of  the 
inevitable  end.  which  the  world  as  a whole 
can  now  envision. 

One  suspects  that  it  is  the  Norwegians 
who  will  have  the  clearest  estimate  of  this 
course,  and  the  reasons  that  prompt  it.  What 
nation  would  be  found  to  be  the  aggressoX' 
friend  after  the  aggressors  are  defeated?  Nor- 
way, even  more  geographically  handicapped, 
even  more  directly  within  the  power  of  the 
Nazi  circle,  has  resisted  throughout  five  years 
of  the  conflict,  from  the  day  the  first  shot 
was  fired.  I 'here  is  no  doubt  that  the  war 
itself  has  been  prolonged  because  Germany 
could  find  in  the  north  what  was  being 
denied  to  her  elsewhere. 

Straws,  however,  show  the  trend  of  rbr~ 
wind.  Even  this  straw  will  help  to  make 
clear  to  the  German  people  that  the  Reich  is 
standing  very  much  alone  in  the  war  which 
was  begun  by  them  with  such  a fanfare  of 
boasts  and  trumpets.  The  boasts  have  died 
away.  I he  trumpets  gradually  are  being 
silenced  Only  the  record  remains,  dear  or 
sullied  as  the  case  may  be.  And  in  the  case 
of  Sweden  the  record  is  far  from  being  clear.

Believe  New 
Forests  Should 
Be  Tax  Free 

VANCOUVER.  Aug  23  «CP>.~ In- 
justice Oordon  Sloan,  chairman  of 
the  Forestry  Inquiry,  said  today  that 
evidence  submitted  Indicates  "a  very 
heavy  infestation”  of  Coast  timber 
"I  had  no  conception  ...  of  the 
extent  of  the  damage  that  is  lncet-- 


aaid  during  discussion  of  the  subject 
with  H.  R MacMillan,  principal 
witness  since  the  commission  opened 
sittings  here  Monday 

Earlier.  Mr.  MacMillan  had  de- 
voted his  attention  to  taxation  and 
interest  charges  against  lands  grow- 
ing new  forests.  He  did  not  believe 
they  should  be  taxed 

‘‘It  teems  fallacious  and  handi- 
capping the  public  interest.”  he  said, 
"to  charge  taxes  on  young  forests. 
If  the  land  were  not  producing  a 
forest  lt  would  be  waste  land.  No 
one  would  pay  taxes  on  waste  land 
and  it  would  revert  to  the  Govern- 
ment, thus  producing  no  taxes. 

"We  should  approach  the  growing 
of  young  forests  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  general  welfare  of  the 
people  of  the  province,  not  as  an 
Industrial  Investment. 

"If  we  don’t  grow  limber  on  waste 
land  what  are  we  going  to  do  wflth 
It?  How  are  we  going  to  provide 
employment?  We  should  get  out  of 
that  land  not  taxes,  not  Interest, 
but  employment  and  prosperity. 
That  would  be  the  yield  of  that 
land." 

A suggestion  that  duties  of  the 
forest  branch  staff  were  becoming 
too  diversified  was  indicated  tn  an 
exchange  of  opinions  between  F.  D. 
Mulholland,  forest  engineer,  and  Mr 
MacMillan. 

Mr.  Mulholland  said  the  forest 
branch  staff  now  had  to  look  after 
Inspections,  park  maintenance  some 
public  works,  grazing  and  other 
branches  as  well  as  actual  forest 
protection. 

"Tills  Is  a very  general  opinion," 
said  Mr  MacMillan,  "but  there  is  a 
shortage  of  trained  men  In  the  for- 
est branch,  there  has  been  a rap- 
idly growing  volume  of  work  and 
therefore,  in  the  public  Interest,  if 
certain  duties  such  as  parks  and 
grazing  were  removed  to  another 
department,  lt  might  have  two  good 
effects.  One  is  that  work  not  now 
being  done  would  be  done.  The 
other  Is  that  the  forest  branch 
might  still  get  as  much  money  for 
Its  work.  ( 

"As  a citizen  1 would  be  in  Tavor 
! of  anything  that  would  concentrate 
the  forest  branch  staff  more  def- 
I lnltely  on  forest  work " Mr.  Mac- 
Millan said.
